anced introduction but is not suit- 
able for an advanced considera~ 
tion of recreation demand. 


Also largely introductory in na- 
ture is the presentation con- 
cerning supply. However, author 
Jubenville wisely presents con- 
cepts useful in increasing effective 
supply which is valuable. Further 
to this, the chapter on cost-benefit 
analysis reviews the concept and 
principles and discusses the appli- 
cability and problems of cost-ben- 
efit analysis to outdoor recreation. 
This too is commendable. 


In the chapter on the evaluation 
of recreation resource potential, 
Alan Jubenville dwells largely on 
landscape analysis, taken from an- 
other source. Observer landscape 
relationships and landscape types 
are discussed. Although it is diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, to qualify 
the real effect the landscape has 
on the recreationalist, this chapter 
is useful to the reader. It discusses 
what are currently held to be ge- 
neric landscape types. Another 
helpful chapter deals with recrea- 
tion as a component in land-use 
planning. After a definition of 
land-use planning and an elabora- 
tion of the major types of determi- 
nants related to land-use planning 
(e.g., economics, culture), land- 
use control techniques are out- 
lined. A presentation of these 
techniques has merit as they 
directly relate to the effective 
management of outdoor recrea- 
tion resources. 


Part 4 of the book, Guidelines 
for Site and Facility Planning, is 
concerned with the design of 
campgrounds, picnic areas, water- 
based recreation complexes, win- 
ter sports sites and wilderness 
areas. In the five chapters, the bas- 
ics concerning the design of such 





recreational opportunities via de- 
sign standards, concepts and 
graphic representation are pres- 
ented. As such, the section com- 
prises a broad introduction to the 
design of recreation areas. The text 
concludes with a planning infor- 
mation portfolio. Jubenville 
largely reproduced material from 
other sources with a strong Ameri- 
can bias. Without a critical eval- 
uation of the material by the au- 
thor, it perhaps should only have 
been referenced in the appro- 
priate chapter of the book. This 
would have resulted in the book 
being shortened by some 112 
pages. 

In summary, Outdoor Recrea- 
tion Planning is disappointing in 
many respects. In terms of the 
author’s expressed purpose, “to 
present planning in a logical, un- 
derstandable sequence for the 
planner and professional,” it is 
definitely a failure. The reader is 
exposed to a disjointed and in- 
complete presentation of planning 
as opposed to a comprehensive 
synthesis. Realistically, the book 
might serve as an_ introductory 
source for some of the inputs to 
the general outdoor recreation 
planning process (e.g., economics, 
design) but certainly not as an ad- 
vanced planning text. With the 
scarcity of outdoor recreation 
planning text books available, the 





publication was greeted enthu- 
siastically. But upon detailed re- 
view, the author falls short of fill- 
ing the void.
